. a?id pronounces" Him 'competent to ad- 
fl£e" bis' cbimsil; V ih the affidavits, 
Thaw's attorneys oppose the lunacy 
commission because the commission 
must find Thaw sane and this might 
influence the jury's opinion as to his 
sanity when he killed Stanford White. 
Thaw's attorneys regard: the prison- 
er's letters as the best evidence of his 
sanity. In one he offers the name of 
a respectable young married woman 
now in Wisconsin, who is willing to

AT STATEJI05PITAL 


New York, 
March 23.—Little 
is 


known by the general public of the 
lite that Harry K. Thaw, the slayer 
of Stanford White, will lead should 


" he be adjudged insane and committed 


to the Matteawan State Hospital for 
the Insane for the balance of his life. 
No extiaordinary privileges will be ex- 
tended to him. 


All the wealth possessed by the 


Thaw family could rot procure foi 
Harrj Thaw a private room, for there 
are no private rooms to be had except 
for those who are unmanageable, and 
these are put in padded cells. 


The asylum is a splendid building, 


in which are now incaice rated be- 
tween 500 and 600 insane criminals. 
It is situated back of tbe hills at Fish- 
kill Landing, and surrounded by fine 
grounds of more than a square mile in 
area. 


'If he prefers, Thaw may work on 


the grounds, where a great deal of 
garden and vegetable cultivation is 
done. The prisoners are also allowed 
if they are not violent, to walk around 
the grounds and to play baseball and 
other athletic games. A force of keep- 
trs, however, are always present, and 
at the first sign of a patient becoming 
desperate he is hurried back to the

According to Dr. R. B. Lamb, su- 


perintendent of the asylum, it would 
be dangerous to afford privileges to 
ceitain prisoners. Most of the mani- 
acs are peculiarly sensitive, and there 
would be s°rious trouble if they were 
discriirim itfd against. 


"\Ve have no social grades," said 


Dr. Lamb. "This is a public hospital, 
laid we make no distinction whotso- 
e\er except in the grouping of violent 
and mild inmates. We put the better 
class of patien+s in one or two out- 
Mde coin tyurds "

After the Flood. 


Columbus,-Q.^'March 23.—After five 


days of heroic effort traffic was re- 
stored on the Hocking Valley and al- 
lied lines, ^which sustained heavy dam- 
age by the recent-floods in the south- 
ern part of the state. The Hocking 
Valley had 40 miles of track washed, 
but on the main line south of Rock- 
bridge, 'and about 20 miles of track 
washed put on branches. Bridges at 
Logan and Nelsonville also had to be 
replaced. : The Kahawha &' Michigan 
railroad had five bridges washed out 
between Corning and Chauncey"and 
eight other bridges were moved out of 
line. A force of 500 men was engaged 
in rebaliasting the track and restoring 
the bridges. This work, which is only 
preliminary to a complete restoration 
of the roads, cost the'Hocking Valley 
about $75,000 and the Kanawha about 
$50,000. 


Tipped Off by Wilson. 


- Cincinnati, O., March 23. — In the 
United States court here suits against 
the Baltimore & Ohio Southwestern 
railway were filed by District Attorney 
McPherson for alleged failure to pro- 
vide food and water for cattle in 
transit. 'In each of the cases a fine

Prolonged Wrangle In; French Cabinet 


Over Affairs In Africa. 


Paris, March 23.—An entire session 


of itfeej iehanlber^ qf deputies; Vwas de- 
voted to7 a discussion of alleged atroci- 
ties" and tortures which, it is! claimed, 
caused permanent mutilation and in 
some cases" death' to soldiers serving 
in- disciplinary battalions in Africa. 
Pascal Ceccaldi, Radical Socialist, and 
other members demanded a commis- 
sion of Inquiry in order to allay public 
anxiety. War Minister Picquart de- 
clared that the -reports from Africa 
were grossly exaggerated and that 
much of the information emanated 
from unreliable sources. He said that 
only men known to have bad charac- 
ters are drafted into the disciplinary 
battalions. 
He admitted, however, 


that in some instances abuses were 
committed the authors of which would 
be subjected to , punishment, and he 
promised to suppress some of the se- 
verer forms of discipline.

Dun Sees the Effect of the New Bonnet 


In the Business World. 


New York, March 23.—R. G. Dun & 


Company's weekly review of trade 
says: Business has responded to the 
influence of settled spring weather at 
most points, and the proximity of 
Easter has increased retail sales of 
dry goods, millinery and footwear. 
Many dealers underestimated require- 
ments and urgent demands are made 
on jobbing houses. Transportation is 
more satisfactory, but. at many cities 
there are still complaints that season- 
able goods do not come forward as 
specified. In addition to current trade, 
there is a volume of preparation for 
later seasons that maintains activity 
at manufacturing plants, the high 
prices readily paid on most of this 
forward business testifying to the fact 
that 
confidence 
remains unshaken. 


One of the best features of the present 
situation is the steady improvement in 
mercantile payments, despite the un- 
settled condition of the money market. 


A lull in the volume of new business 


is welcomed by cotton mills, as pres- 
sure for delivery advanced prices to 
the limit of safety in the opinion of 
many manufacturers. Large contracts 
were placed at profitable prices during 
the period of activity, and the ap- 
proach of Easter checked efforts of 
jobbers to accumulate stocks because, 
the rush of store trad" will be over 
by the end of this moriih.

ATTORNEY GENERAL'S RULING 


Interpretation of Old and New Act* 


Relating to Immigrants Given In 
Reply to Interrogations by Governof 
of South Carolina Following a Com 
ference at the White House. 


Washington, March 23. —FollowflU 


a conference at the White House be- 
tween the president, Attorney General 
Bonaparte and officials of South Caro- 
lina, a letter was addressed to the 
president March 16 by Governor Ansel 
of South Carolina raising mooted ques- 
tions under the old immigration laws 
and the new law to go into effect July 
1, especially as to the rights of a state 
to promote and aid immigration. 


In reply to Governor Ansel's In- 


terrogations 
the 
attorney general 


sent an opinion to President Roose- 
velt in which he upholds the le- 
gality of a state in advertising its in- 
ducements to immigration, including 
a statement of prevailing wages, and 
upholds the legality of introduction of 
immigrants where they are otherwise 
qualified and had not been solicited or 
encouraged except by payment of their 
passage out of the state's public funds. 
The state's acceptance of contribu- 
tions to the immigration department 
funds and advertisement of its influce- 
ments therewith and its prepayment 
of the passage of aliens would not^ex- 
clude the immigrants, but might =ren- 
der liable to the law the parties con- 
t.Tbiiting the money. 


All these are with the proviso 'that 


no agreement or contract be entered 
Into. With the changes made :by the 
new law, aliens are excluded when 
solicited by promises or offers 'even 
when there Is no contract or agree- 
ment, and while payment "of ;Iiriml- 
grants' passage is not barred,. Its^pay- 
ment with funds contributed- by any , 
society or association makes the'im- 
migrants liable to exclusion. TJiis 'pro- 
hibition does not apply to 'Contribu- 
tions of passage money by individuals 
as such. ' '

Th» Inevitable Fate That Await* th« 


Absinth Tippler. 


What is absinth? it is prepared by 


pounding'the leaves and flowering tops 
of various species of wormwood, star 
cnise root, swmflag root, leaves of 
dittany and other aromatic plants, and 
steeping them in ak-ohol. After eight 
or ten days the mixture is distilled, 
6nd oil of aniseed or some similar es- 
sential oil is added. This is the method 
of producing the genuine absinth, but 
it varies usually in the direction of 
cheapening production and Increasing 
profits. 
Poisonous wood alcohol Is 


used for macerating the vegetable in- 
gredients, an* inferior and often in- 
jurious herbs are employed. These do 
not always produce the much desired 
greenish opalesceuop. and turmeric, in- 
digo, sulphate of copper and other col- 
oring matters are employed. The con- 
sequences of regularly drinking even 
carefully prepared absinth, are in the 
end ruinous to mind and body. The 
'main difference between the various 
qualities of the liquor is the rapidity 
with which deleterious effects are pro- 
duced. A man can go on drinking the 
better qualities a little longer before 
he becomes a mental and physical 
wreck; that is all. And, whether one 
drinks to excess or only takes a reg- 
ular daily dose, the end is the same. 
The sequence of events and their du- 
ration only are different. In the first 
case the large doses of the liquor Jiec- 
essary to produce any effect speedily 
render the victim unable to eat food. 
He is tortured by an unquenchable 
thirst Hallucinations speedily follow, 
and the grave or the madhouse is the 
inevitable end. 
The absinth, tippler 


goes to ruin down an easier slope. His 
earliest symptoms are loss of weight 
and strength, followed by the develop- 
ment of muscular twitchings and a 
tottering gait, somewhat Similar to 
that of locomotor ataxia. Then hallu- 
cinations set in, accompanied by grad- 
ually spreading paralysis, which ends, 
in death. If a person is a regular daily 
drinker of absinth, whether he drinks 
to excess or only tipples moderately, 
ruin of the nervous ss'stem, followed 
by madness or death, Is absolutely cer- 
tain.—Exchange.

A RHETORICAL TRIUMPH. 


Sheridan's Speech In Connection With 


the Hastings Trials 


Answering a correspondent who ask- 


ed about the speech of Sheridan In con- 
nection with the Warren Has.tiug3 
trial, the London News says: 


"That immense oratorical triumph 


was certainly not reported in the notes 
in question, for the Oude speech was 
not delivered during the trial. Sheri- 
dan pronounced it In the house of com- 
mons in tbe year before the trial in 
moving tbat the Oude charge should 
be one of the articles of tlie impeach- 
ment. 


"No speech recorded in our history 


ev"er had such a reception. The entire 
house and a!l In the galleries violated 
the traditions of parliament and set a 
precedent that remains unfollowed by 
clapping furiously and continuously. 
Pitt, fully conscious of the extraor- 
dinary state of excitement disclosed by 
this breach of decorum, moved the ad- 
journment on the unparalleled ground 
that 'the minds of members were too 
agitated to discuss the question with 
coolness and judicially.' Sheridan had 
spoken for five hours and forty min- 
utes. 
No full report of the speech 


exists. The best appeared in the Lon- 
don Chronicle for Feb. 8, 1787. 


"The fame of the speech was such 


that when* the trial came on £oO was 
gladly paid for a seat in the hall on 
the day of Sheridan's speech as a 
manager of the impeachment. Macau- 
lay's account of that speech, which is 
both misleading and inaccurate in sev- 
eral respects, at least permits us to 
know the fact that the speaker was 
publicly embraced by Burke on resum- 
ing his seat. At a later stage in the 
trial—six years later, in fact—Sheridan 
delivered another speech which was 
described by one of the auditors as an 
extraordinary rhetorical triumph."

Can you give 
me ideas for making the waist' I am 5 feet 4 inches tall, 40 inch 
bush, 48 hips and my age is 47.

The samples of both the black and white brocade are ex- 


tremely handhonc, but they will not be a success as a skirt and 
waist \\orn at the same time. Nine yards of such heavy goods 
will be more than sufficient for a skirt. I should try and get a 
skeleton waist and puff sleeves out of it, as well as a skirt. 
11'c latter should be made perfectly plain, Icng and flaring, then 
with the cuttings of the gores make fichu-like revers, folded, 
coming from the waist line back, the folds broadening on the 
shoulders and taperinir again as they descend to waist line front. 
Make a square yoke of handsome black lace, transparent or lined 
\'-ith white, joining to the lower edcc of yoke back and front, 
pleated black chiffon, so that the V's are entirely complete. Strap 
t. ese down wirii narrow black velvet connecting the inner edges 
of the fichu. The sleeves will be full puffs ending, in lace cuffs. 
If you wish a trimming, let it be a band of spangled y. attached 
to the inner edge of the fichu meeting the V, the same continuing 
down the front gore, widening a little in its descent. 


Six yards of the rich white satin brocade is entirely too much 


for a waist. I should feel inclined to combine it with soft ivory 
crepe de Paris, or Henrietta and have a whole gown. The skirt 
could be long and flaring, fitting the hips smoothly and the bot- 
tom finished with a couple of self-folds. The front width will be 
slashed to display a panel of the brocade, outlined with box pleats 
of the material. The bodice will have a square chemisette of the 
lace, while from the lower edge the brocade will take up the 
skirt, box pleats of the brocade from the shoulders will meet the 
box pleats of the material on the skirt, then will come a band of 
lace joined to the box pleats, the remaining part of the bodice to 
be of the brocade, the edges just overlapping the lace bands. Thus 
the waist will show a chemisette of lace and vest of brocade (laid 
in perfectly flat) outlined by. the box pleats, bands of lace being 
ad'lerl tn those to give long Imes from the ^hoi'lrler, adding as 
well to the beauty of the waist. The lace may also be taken 
down the back, fipcring to the waist line, if preferred. Have full 
puff sleeves taken into lace cuffs and your gown will be a beauty.

FTER a winter in which the complete costume has reigned 


almost supreme and the independent blouse has played a 
most unimportant part, the home dressmaker will welcome 


the news that the dressy separate bodice and the smartly tailored 
shirt waist promise to be necessary adjuncts of summer ward- 
robes. Incidentally, if it is very, very severely tailored, it is called 
a shirt, not a shirtwaist. And the lingerie blouse must not only 
be washable as its name implies, but must show quantities of 
handwork and insets. A certain etiquette or good form, too, 
will be observed in the wearing of these two articles. 
The 


tailored waist, opening in the front with long sleeves and a 
certain mannish look, will be reserved for wear with skirts 
of linen or plain tailored cloth. 
The fancy bodice of lawn, 


batiste or other sheer fabric or of silk may have short sleeves, 
low neck, transparent insets, etc., will open oh the side or in the 
'back, and-will be worn with fancy voile or silk costumes. 


- A word as to the finish of the tailored waist. Be sure to wear 
with it separate cuffs and collars of matching material, either 
embroidered by hand, or trimmed with bands of machine em-? 
broidery, or tiny knife-plated frills which are used also to edge 
the box pleat down the front. 
On the best built shirts, these 


frills are finished with a plain or hemstitched edge. If trimming 


is used at all it is of small^patterned embroidery or torchon, hot 
Val lace, and very narrow and closely woven at that. 


If you want your waist to set perfectly, use an inside waist 


band, an inch wide. Stitch the gathers in the back to this and 
extend the stitching of the band to the under-arm seams. From 
that point let the band fly loose so that you can hook or pin it 
in the ffont as you did the silk band of your winter bodice. 
Then inside the under-arm pieces and the front pieces, adjusting 
the gathers of the latter carefully, stitch another three-quartet 
inch band to brace the waist line. You will be surprised to see 
how much more trig your waist with this finish looks than When 
you fasten it down on the outside with safety pins, a tape or 
elastic band. 
- 
. 


If your waist is of very thjn, sheer goods, make this waist 


band of material a trifle heavier•, and use also a three-quarter 
inch collar band of the heavier fabric. Pipe or cord your arm's 
eye when you put in your sleeves, and they will set better. 


The tailored waists may be finished with large fcearl buttons 


down the front, or the fastening may be hidden with a box 
pleat. Some of the new waists show three or five rather broad 
pleats in the front and two in the back. One large box pleat in 
the middle of the front, with broad tucks on the shoulders forms 


another popular model. As a rule the 
have found favor for tailored waists. 


In the fancy models, handwork rules and jumper styles are 


much seen, with striking combinations Of tucks, lace and em- 
broidery. If you have fine material, such as batiste, handker- 
chief linen, or soft silk, do riot use any machine stitching. Every 
tuck must be run by hand, every inset must be done with finest 
needlework. This marks the-blouse as custom-made, as distinct 
from factory goods. 


If you cannot embroider, you can secure one 6f the season's 


most desirable ""^cts by buying nainsook of Swiss all-over em- 
broidery with a scattered pattern and. inset it at regular intervals 
with lace medallions. Irish crochet, cluny and filet laces are most 
popular this season, though point de Paris and Val are by no 
means out of the running. 


There seems to be a fancy for varying the over used vertical 


tuck by crossing and crisscrossing it on the fronts of waists. On 
onfc new waist alternate panels ate tucked horizontally and ver- 
tically. On another the.sides of the front are tucked across and 
Up and down, giving the desirable crossbar effect. 
Crossbar 


Hirnities take kindly to this treatrnent. 


Tucking plays a very important part in both tailored and fancy 


waists. It is used quite generally to simulate yokes and jumper 
effects. The long waisted girl can rtin these tucks horizontally 
in simulating a yoke, but the stout woman must observe the rule 
of vertical lines only. One very pretty madras shirt shows a 
deeft pointed yoke of horizontal tucking. The cloth below the 
tucking is laid in seven box pleats. Over the tucked yoke; are 
laid seven straps the same width of the pleats, stitched and 
overlapping the pleats. These straps are graduated in length ,tp 
heighten the pointed yoke effect, with the longest strap in the 
center. Each strap is finished with a plain but highly polished 
pearl button.

Another plain but effective waist simulates a jumper effect 


with an oval shaped strap, outlining the deep yoke of fine tuck- • 
ing. 
• - ' • . • • ' , 
Fine cotton voile is much used for the dressier lingerie waists' 


and it lends itself to peculiar lace combinations. One_ charming 
model showed a jumper, effect of the voile, over a guhhpe with; 
elbow sleeves of Madeira embroidery. The. latter was inset with 
small medallions of Irish crochet and the jumper was outlined 
with bands of Irish insertion, edged with knife-pleating of lace. 
This Was fitted in jumper effect over a deep yoke and sleeves 
made of two-inch ruffles of Val lace..
